30.— Tho sup­ 
pression of tho insurrection at Moscow 
and the certainty that similar upris­ 
ings elsewhere will be crushed mark 
the collapse of tit© first attempt of tho 
“reds" to overthrow the government 
arms aud administers a defeat from 
which it is 
not believed 
in govern­ 
mental circles tho revolutionaries can 
quickly recover. 
Now 
that tho 
smoke of battle 
is 
clearing away tho utter hopelessness 
of tho conflict seem s 
to bt1 apparent. 
The populace held aloof 
and not a 
single military unit actually joined the 
revolutionaries. 
Even 
the 
general 
strike crumbled 
under their 
feet by 
their challenging and precipitating a 
conflict 
before 
the 
proletiarat 
or­ 
ganizations were prepared. 
The gov­ 
ernment secured a comparatively easy 
'bough ruthless victory, and it is be­ 
lieved in high official circles that the 
organizations have been so disrupted 
and demoralized by the blow' that it 
will be impossible for them to attempt 
the coup planned for the anniversary 
of “Bloody Sunday.” 
In desperation 
undoubtedly the 
revolutionaries will 
again have recourse to acts of terror, 
which they will spring at the most un­ 
expected moment. 
The country has quieted down and 
the cabinet now hopes that the selec­ 
tions to the 
douma are assured 
and 
that the government can devote its 
time to the suppression of the revolt 
in the Baltic provinces and more es­ 
pecially to the solution of the agrarian 
question. 
If moans cannot be found 
to in some measure satisfy the land 
hunger of the peasants before spring, 
the universal opinion is that the peas­ 
ants everywhere will rise 
The land 
proprietors seem to be convinced of 
this to such an extent that the land­ 
lords 
In tho neighborhood 
of Minsk 
are cubing their tenants together aud 
are voluntarily arranging the distribu­ 
tion of a portion of their private hold­ 
ings 
upon terms 
stlsfactory 
to the 
peasants. 


TO A N N I H I L A T E I N S U R G E N T S . 


Albany, N. Y., Dec. 
30.—Governor 
Higgins announced at night that he 
had received a letter from Dr. Allen 
Md..ane Hamilton of New York city in 
which the well known alienist asked 
for executive clemency for Albert T. 
Patrick, the N ew York lawyer, now In 
Ring Sing awaiting execution for tho 
alleged murder of William Marsh Rice. 
“The grounds on which Dr. Hamil­ 
ton has asked me to interfere.” said 
Governor Higgins, “are, first, that he 
believes there is no proper evidence 
that Mr. Rice's death came from un­ 
natural causes, and, secondly, that no 
confidence should be placed in the tes­ 
timony of Jones, the valet, on account 
of his conflicting stories.” 
Governor Higgins said 
he had re­ 
ceived other letrers from other people 
throughout the state who were inter­ 
esting them selves in Patrick’s behalf. 
No executive action has yet been taken 
regarding the letters.

Jury Returned Verdict This Morn­ 
ing In the District 
Court 


A t 9 O’clock 


THE DEFENDANT IS DISCHARGED 


J W H E R E TO W ORSHIP} 


Case Has Attracted Wide Atten­ 
tion— Attorney Ryan is Con­ 


gratulated 


“Not G uilty.” 
T his was th e verdict rendered by the 
yUry in tho case of the S tate of M inne­ 
sota against Leon J. 
Katidal, charged 
with m anslaug hter in the first degree. 
T he jury was charged and went out 
to deliberate over thecase at 5:30 o’clock 
last evening and rem ained ou t all night. 
They agreed, it is understood, before 
they retired last night, b u t th e court 
andofticers retired and tho verdictcould 
not be b ro u g h t in until this m orning at 
9 o’clock. 
Thoro was a large crowd in the court 
room a t 9 o’clock anticipating th a t the 
verdict would be returned a t th a t time. 
T he c o u rt aw aited a m om ent until tho 
defendant, Katidal, came in, then called 
the ju ry in. 
Katidal was apparently 
agitated 
for the tirst tin e d u rin g too 
entire proceedure of th e case, and he 
had a right to be for it was a decisive 
m om ent in his life; it eith er m eant th a t 
the bonds would be severed and he 
would retu rn to the arm s of his family 
and gain his liberty or th a t he would 
stand the next m oment w ithin the pall 
of th e penitentiary, w here he would 
have to 
stay for from 
five to tw enty 
years. 
T h ere was a sigh of relief w ent up 
when the verdict was announced, and 
those in tho court room generally were 
th o u g h t to be in sym pathy w ith Katidal. 
T he history of thecase w hich led up to 
the tria l is still fresh in th e memory of 
} all B rainerd people. 
T. D. Merrill, an 
’• old soldier living in Todd county arriv­ 
ed in the city on th e evening of Novem­ 
ber 15 from his home en route to L a ­ 
p o rte where he was employed by A. D. 
Polk in the cedar camps. 
He got into 
town on th e Morris train late in the 
evening and could not get north until 
th e next afternoon. 
H e w ent to the 
Globe saloon tirst where he stayed for 
some tim e and had several drinks. T here 
he m et a M artin D onahue and the two 
w ent to th e saloon of th e J o h n Coates 
L iquor company. 
H ere D onahue intro ­ 
duced Merrill to Leon J. Katidal, who 
was tending bar there. 
T he old man 
ordered a drink and then went to back 
end of the room. 
T he evidence in the 
case disclosed the fact th a t he got ab u s­ 
ive an d swore and tore around the place 
for long time. 
He tinnily ordered a n ­ 
o th er drink, but was refused this drink, 
Katidal claiming th a t the old m an had 
not paid for the tirst drink. 
A t this 
M errill threatened Katidal and called 
him all kinds of names, the evidence go­ 
ing so far as to show th a t the old man 
even h it Katidal on th e arm. 
Katidal 
hit the old man in the face and ho fell 
to th e door. 
He was later taken to the 
back door and p u t out. 
Officer H urley 
happened thro ugh the alley, picked the 
obi man up and took him jail. 
T he next 
m orning he was found piead on the bunk 
in th e jail and there was a large fra c t­ 
ure of the skull a t the rear of the head 
an d a n other wound at th e front of his 
face. 
Katidal was arrested charged with 
causing the death of th e old man and 
th e coroner's jury rendered a verdict to 
th is effect. 
T he sub sequ en t events are 
well known to all 
readers of T h e D is­ 


p a t c h. 
Leon J. Katidal secured A ttorney M. 
E. R yan to defend him and Mr. Ryan is 


( receiving the congratulations of all on 


I the m anner in which he conducted the 
case. 
I t m ight bo stated th a t it was 
th o u g h t first th a t outside counsel would 
be secured to assist him, b u t this was 
not done. 
Mr. Ryan made a record for 
himself in tho case, and got as m uch 
out of it as any lawyer could have done 
and sqeezed his client out of a 
tig h t hole. 
A ttorney A. D. Polk prosecuted the 
case in an able m anner, and his address 
to the jury yesterday afternoon was one 
of the best th a t has ever.boen h eard in a 
similar case in the county. 
I ho ad 
dresses of both Mr. Polk and Mr. 
Ryan 
were commended. 
T here was much important evidence 
taken in the case after T h e D ispatch 
went to press yesterday afternoon, but 
in the light of further developments in 
tho case all this would bo disinterest- 
ing.
